Mills Started in all Lines In­ 
dicating a General In­ 
crease of Pros­ 
perity 


GARY, Ind., Nov. 16.— Six thou­ 
sand men went back to work at the 
Gary Steel mills today after an en­ 
forced idleness of several weeks. 
A 
general improvement of business in 
the steel industry officials of 
the 
big corporation 
had said was re­ 
sponsible for the resumption. 
“The bottom has dropped out of 
the business depression iii the Unit­ 
ed States,’ said an official of 
the 
steel company. 
“From now on 
we 
expect an upward trend in the busi­ 
ness thermometer all over the 
na­ 
tion.” 
The men who went back to work 
today were set at work in the steel 
mills, the tin plate 
mills and the 
plant of the American Bridge com­ 
pany, indicating 
general 
improve­ 
ment. 
Small steel products for ag­ 
ricultural implement factories, steel 
and iron plates for ore steamers and 
many small jobs from the Pittsburgn 
mills are expected to 
come 
here 
while the eastern mills are turning 
out armor plate for the allies. Parts 
for automobiles also will be turned 
out at 
the plants which are now 
running at from sixty to seventy per 
cent of the normal capacity. 
“The railroads have not yet 
be­ 
gun placing orders because of their 
financial difficulties, but they must 
soon begin buying rails,” said 
the 
steel company official. 
“ Buying will 
be in large quantities because many 
of the roads have neglected to pur­ 
chase at all during the period of de­ 
pression. 
When the railroad orders 
begin to come in, prosperity can be 
said to have returned to the 
steel 
business.”

HOB HELPLESS INVALID 


Made Himself Almost Un­ 
popular in Late Years by 
A d you a t i ng Con se r i p- 
tioii for England 


LONDON, Nov. IU.— “ Bobs” died 
last night. 
He 
died at the battle 
front, where a soldier would prefer 
to die. “ Bobs”— Lord Roberts—-hero 
of the South African war and retired 
field marshal of the British forces, 
the military idol of the generation, 
expired at 8 o'clock last night in 
France, where he had gone, in spite 
of his 82 years, for one last look at 
Tommie 
Atkins 
and the Indian 
troops in action— for one last smell 
of gunpowder on the firing line. 
London was stunned when the war 
bulletin made public this news last 
night. A telegram from General Sir 
John French, commanding the Brit­ 
ish expeditionary force on the conti­ 
nent, told of Lord Roberts’ death. 
The immediate cause was pneumo­ 
nia. It was stated that Lord Roberts 
had 
contracted a chill 
Thursday 
while visiting the British troops. He 
died after an illness of only two 
days. 
Dampness Overwhelms Veteran 
The terrible dampness of the con­ 
tinental battlefield overwhelmed the 
aged veteran, who in younger days 
had withstood the scorching suns of 
I id ij and the rigor® of rsmpMgniny 
among the kopjes of South Africa. 
“Bobs” was colonel-in-chief of the 
Indian troops, with whom he was 
making a brief visit. 
The first intimation that he even 
expected to leave 
England 
came 
from the war bureau three days aero 
when it was said he intended to visit 
the Indian force in France. 
Probably no soldier 
of 
modern 
times bas such a record as the rev­ 
ered Lord Roberts. 
Awaits Hero's Body 
England today awaited in sorrow 
the body of “ Bobs.” 
It is expected 
that today or tomorrow* the remains 
of Lord Roberts will reach Folke­ 
stone from France, where he died 
among the British soldiers. 
Funeral services will probably be 
held at St. Paul's, where the funerals 
fo Wellington, Nelson 
and 
other 
British heroes have been held. Re­ 
ports have been circulated, however, 
that Lady Roberts desires a private 
funeral and that burial will be at All 
Saints church. Ascot, and not West­ 
minster Abbey. 
One of the questions being dis­ 
cussed 
by 
Englishmen 
today 
is 
whether tho present war might have 
been averted had his advice as to 
army matters been 
followed. 
For 
years “Bobs” 
constantly preached 
conscription, traveling from one end 
of England to the other, urging that 
England maintain a great army. 
Urged Great Army 
He regarded a great conflict in­ 
evitable and insisted that England’s 
best assurance of continued 
pease 
would be a great army. 
He practi­ 
cally predicted the present war, but 
his military fanaticism in constantly 
urging conscription made him rather 
unpopular. 
It is an open question with En­ 
glishmen 
whether Germany would 
have entered upon the war had Eng­ 
land been 
ready 
with an efficient 
fighting force. 
Messages of condolence have been 
sent 
Lord 
Roberts’ 
widow 
and 
daughter by King George,General Sir 
John French 
and 
others from all 
parts of the empire.

bloodshed is at an end and that there 
will be no further fighting. 
Asks Recognition 
Gutierrez makes an indirect re­ 
quest for recognition by suggesting 
that the United States approve the 
action of recent peace conference. 
There will be no action taken in this 
connection for the present. Gutierrez 
also asked for the removal of the 
troops from Vera Cruz, but this al­ 
ready had been ordered. 
The Gutierrez letter is lengthy. It 
said at the outset: 
“The republic has undergone dur­ 
ing the last few years a terrible crisis 
in which the 
democratic ideas of 
government and the yearning of the 
people for justice and economic im­ 
provement have at last been vindi­ 
cated. 
The civil strife has at last 
ended with the overthrow* of Huer­ 
ta’s dictatorship.” 
Pledged Reform 
The calling of the peace conven­ 
tion is then reviewed and it is stat­ 
ed that it was made necessary in or­ 
der that the “entire military factions 
attached to the revolution could have 
say in the new* plan of government.”
